AMERICAN ANDBBIHSH TARIFFS. 


THE following Is from the Chicago 


Times, aud is well worthy a careful 
reading: 


Some of the defenders of the Amer- 


ican system of spoliation which goes 
by the name of protection, have the 
hardihood to assert that the British 
government is insincere in its free- 
trade professions, and in fact main- 
tains a protective tariff. An organ of 
the protected interests, which is pub- 
lished in this city, recently made this 
assertion, and attempted to prove it 
by stating the details of the British 
tariff. But it omitted to state the 
fact that the British duties are. for 
the most part, either laid on articles 
not produced in Great Britain, or off 
set by internal excise duties. The 
principal sources of British customs 
revenue are tebacco, spirits, tea, and 
wine. Of these, tobacco, tea. and 
wine are not British products, while 
the unties on spirits are offset by ex- 
cise duties. The duty on manufac- 
tured tobaccais 3s. l%d. per pound, 
and on different manufactures of to- 
bacco the duty ranges from 3s. 6d. to 
5a. per pound. There is no excise duty 
on tobacco, that plant not 
being 


grown in the British isles. But there 
is a drawback of 39.6d. per pound on 
manufactured tobacco exported—a 
drawback which is considerably less 
thau the average duty laid on manu- 
factured tobacco imported. On coffee, 
another article not produced in Great 
Britain, there is a duty of 14s. per 
cwt., and there is a drawback of the 
same amount on roasted coffee export- 
ed, or sent to the Isle of Man for con- 
sumption. The duty on tea, another 
article not produced in Great Britain, 
is 7d. per pound, and, as it is not an 
article of export from that country, 
there is no drawback provided for. 
On wine, of which Great Britain pro- 
duces very little, the duty is from Is. 
per gallon upward according 
to 


strength. On spirits—brandy, rum, 
etc..—the duty is 10s. 2d. per gallon; 
on rum from the British colonies it is 
103. 2d. per gallon; and on Cologne 
water it is 16s. 6d. per gallon. The 
internal tax on home-made-spirits is 
10s. per proof gallon, and on spirits 
imported from the channel island it is 
10s. id, per gallon. It will be ob- 
served that the excise on home-made 
spirits is 5<J, per gallon less, or 4 per 
cent" less, than the import duty. 
There is just a trace of protection in 
ihis; as there is in the slight discrimi- 
nation in favor of spirits imported 
from British colonies. There is a duty 
of 13s. 3d. per cwt. on raw or kiln- 
dried chicory, and an excise duty of 
12s. Id. per cwt. on the same article. 
Theie is in this, too, a faint trace of 
protection. 


Under the British tariff law there 


are just twenty-two dutiable articles, 
or classes of articles. These are as 
follows: Ale and beer, the duties 
ranging from 8s. to £14s. per barrel, 
according to the specific gravity; 
playing cards, 3s. 9d. per dozen 
packs; chickory, 13s. 3d. per cwt, 
raw or kiln-dried, and 2d. per pound 
roasted or ground; hydrate of chloral, 
Is. 3d, per pound; chloroform, 3s. 
per pound, cocoa husks or shells, 2s. 
per cwt, and cocoa paste and choco- 
late, 2d. per pound; raw coffee, Ms. 
per cwt. and roasted or ground coflee 
2d. per pound; collodion, Is. 4d. per 
gallon; essence of spruce, 10 per cent 
ad valorum; iodine of ethyl, 13s. per 
gallon; ether Is. Cd. per gallon; dried 
fruit, 7s. per cwt., malt, £1 4s. per 
quartei; purified naptha, 10s. 6d, per 
gallon; pickles in vinegar, Id per gal- 
lon; gold plate, 17s, per ounce; silver 
plate, is. 6d. per ounce; spirits, as 
above slated; tea, 6$. per pound, 
tobacco, as above stated; Tarnish 
containing alcohol, 12s. per gallon; 
vinegar, 3d. per gallon; and wine as 
above stated. 


And this is what the upholders 


of the American system would have 
people believe is a protective tariff. 
Any man of average intelligence 
can easily see that there is hardly a 
trace of protection in it. It is not 
contracted with reference to protec- 
tion. There to no duty on any impor- 
tant British product except spirit! 
and beer, and on these there are 
countervailing excise duties on the 
domestic products. Nearly every 
article is a luxury, or a something not 
produced in Great Britain. A pro- 
tective tariff is not constructed on 
any such principle as this. Our own 


articles which are, or may be, pro- 
duced in the country. That is to say, 
(herniais to exempt articles which 
would yield revenue only, and to tax 
everything else with a view rather to 
protection than revenue. Thus, tea, 
and coflee. from which we conld get a 
revenue of $20,000,000 » year without 
taking a cent from the people for the 
benefit of any individual, are on the 
free list, while there is an average 
duty of 67 per cent on woolen goods, 
which gives seven dollars to the man- 
ufacturer to every dollar it yields to 
the treasury. And this principle is 
fa|thfully observed thoughout the long 
list of articles. Tin is exempted be 
cause It is not an American product; 
but the average rate of duty on cot- 
ton goods !s 38 per cent, which gives 
thirteen dollars to the manufacturers 
to every dollar it pats in the treasury. 
Crude Indian-rubber and gutta-percha 
are on the free list, because they are 
not American products; but there is a 
duty of seven dollars per ton on pig- 
iron and of twenty-eight dollars per 
ton on steel rails, which last year put 
twenty-six dollars into the pockets of 
the pig-iron men, and one hundred 
and ninety-two dollars into the pock- 
ets of the steel rail men for every dol- 
laathty put in the treasury of tbe 
United States. There is the faintest 
resemblance between such a tariff as 
this and the British tariff, which is 
laid for revenue only, which is not

Home Manufacture of Table Simp. 


A correspondent of the Sunny South 
ffers the following suggestion In regard 
o making sirup for the table from sugar, 
,hich, we think, is worthy of considera 
ion by all who value strict cleanliness in 
ie preparation of food: 
There are several reasons suggested by 
conomy and convenience for making the 
manufacture of sirup from sugar a house- 
icld practice. The dealer who retails sir- 
p has to pay freight on the weight of its 
ontained water. This he exacts from the 
onsumer in the price at which it is offer- 
d. The package in which the sirup is 
ransported is much more costly than that 
n which the sugar is conveyed. The dif- 
erence is added to the manufacturer's 
rice, aud is another element of cost to the 
onsumer. The retailer of sugar adjusts 
is price at the lowest practicable rate of 
rofit, because modern luxury has made 
t an article of prime necessity which will 
ot bear a profit. Not so, however, with 
irup, on which a rate of profit equal to 
ie average of that made on the table sup- 
lies is required by the dealer. 
To make a gallon of sirup of beautiful 


whiteness and crystal-like transparency, 
uch as is known in our market as silver 
rips, or rock candy drips, there are re- 
uired eight pounds of refined sugar, such 
s is known by its various names and 
grades of A or B or extra C, and costing 
rora 10 to 12% cents per pound, accord- 
ng to locality and distance from the su- 
gar refinery. To this quantity should be 
dded three pints of boiling water, and 
he whole subjected to slow boiling tor 
a period of fifteen or twenty minutes; ait- 


which the solution, while warm, should 


18,000 orange and lemon trees, 2,000 al- 
monds, 500 acres of choice grapes, Innu- 
merable apples, pears, plums, peaches and 
figs. He lias 500 Italian chestnut trees, 
eighty acres of English walnuts, 60,000 
eucalyptus trees of twenty-seven varieties 
and 3,000 of the graceful pepper trees, our 
most ornate evergreen and drooping vari- 
ety, bearing a profusion of pepper-looking 
spice berries.

Soon a 
mansion in keeping with the surround- 
ings will be erected on a rising knoll 
overlooking this fairyland, and some hun- 
dred tenantry, with gardens and cultivated 
fields, will enrich the landscape and make 
this charmed spot a paradise, where the 
proprietor can pass his declining years In 
peaceful contemplation of the romance ot 
his creation.

theatre are the millions. In this she is 
mistaken. There are an hundred church- 
es in the United States for every theatre, 
and the aggregate audiences who listen 
to pulpit oratory are much larger than the 
aggregate audiences who witness theatri- 
cals.
